Hairpins. 

Until the year 187H hairpins were 
[ brought to this country from England 
I or France. There are now several 
large factories in the United States 
that turu out an article equal. If not 
superior, to the best finished foreign 
! made pin. The trade is such a large 
i one that it takes 50,000 packages, each 
containing from twelve to twenty pins, 

’ to supply the wholesale demand daily 
In New ^ork. The machinery used is 
I of it delicate and intricate character, 
as the small prices at which the pins 
are at present sold necessitate the most 
rapid and cheapest process. The wire 
is made expressly for the purpose, and 
' Is put up in large coils, which are plac¬ 
ed on reels. The end of the wire is put 
j into n clamp, which carries it to a ma¬ 
chine while straightening it. There it 
Is run through a machine which cuts, 
binds and, by a delicate and instanta¬ 
neous process, sharpens the pins. 

: These machines will turn out from 300 
to 350 hairpins every minute. The 
! most difficult part of the work is the 
j enameling, which is done l»y dipping 
the pie iu a preparation and linking it 
j In an oven. Here is where tlie most 
! constant attention is required, as the 
i pin must be perfectly smooth and the 
1 enamel have a faultless p . h. The 
| slightest particles of dust cause tm- 
j perfections and roughness. 

Mnkinu Lemon Flavor.

fhe House Still Standing Where the 
Famnna Song " na Written. 

Tlie house is still standing near 
Bardstown, Ky., where Stephen Col¬ 
lins Foster wrote the world-famous 
song, "My Old Kentucky Home.” It is 
known as Federal Hill, tlie residence 
place of the Rowan family for almost 
a century. 

In the late '50’s, only five or six years 
before Ills death, Foster, then ltvtug In 
Pennsylvania, was Invited by the Kow- 
nns lo pay an extended visit to Federal 
Hill. Oil this visit ids sister Elisa ae- 
compnnied him, aud the stay in old 
Kentucky, as Foster often said, was 
one of the most pleasant periods of his 
life. Surrounded by all that was beau- 
tlful. it was easy for the man who lind 
given expression to so many soul-stir¬ 
ring Southern melodies—“Old Folks at 
Home,” “Massa's in the Cold Ground.” 
etc.—to compose the tribute to the man¬ 
sion of the Blue Grass that will endure 
as long as Kentucky cun produce a sin¬ 
gle voice capable of humming Its sweet 
notes. It is doubtless probable that 
Foster composed the three verses of 
"My Old Kentucky Home” in quite as 
many days, and gave a lilting musical 
expression to the words employed as 
rapidly as his pencil dropped the lines, 
lie was inspired alike by the beautiful 
sunshine of the mornings and the yel¬ 
low moonlight of tlie niglils that fell 
upon Federal Hill, by the waving gold¬ 
en grain, tlie hush of the corn, the ne¬ 
groes performing tlieir duties, the lazy 
little darkies in the cabins, and finally 
by the warlilings of the mocking bird, 
tlie thrush's mellow song and the fife- 
like notes of the Kentucky cardinal, 
made world renowned by .lames Lane 
Allen; and the writing of tlie undying 
verses must have been a labor of love. 

"My Old Kentucky Home” is charac¬ 
terized by melancholy. Foster seems 
to have had a presentiment Hint the 
days of slavery were numbered, and

although a Northerner by birth regret¬ 
ted in his song the coming of the day 
when the darkles would "sing no more 
by the glimmer of the moon, on the 
bench by the old cabin door.”

The corn top's ripe nnd the meadow’s in 
the bloom.

By’ni by hard times comes a-knoeUing at 
the door— 

Then, my old Kentucky home, good 
night.

The fiscal year vvhioli ended June 
30, 1S97, closed with a trade balance 
in favor of this country amounting to 
the enormous sum of 41286,000,000. 
The excess in our favor for July and 
August indicate that the balance for 
the presentjfiscal year will largely ex¬ 
ceed that of last year, notwithstanding 
the fact that it was a phenomenal one. 

The finances of London and ‘New 
York have been very much concerned 
about the settlement of these enormous 
balances, it being a question as to 
whether payment would be made in 
gold or by a return of American 
securities. 

The return of American paper, 
which was readily absorbed by Amer¬ 
ican financiers and investors, has 
about ceased, and of late gold lias 
been coming in immense quantities, 
one vessel from Australia having re¬ 
cently brought to the port of San Fran¬ 
cisco $1,000,000. 

With an increased output of gold 
from American mines, and an im¬ 
mense influx from abroad, the prospects 
are that there will be enough of the 
yellow metal in the country to dispose 
of the Popoeratio bugaboo of a cur¬ 
rency famine.

Whilst the advance in the prioe of 
wheat may be attributed mainly to 
the shortage abroad, the same explana¬ 
tion cannot bejgiven for an advance of 
30 per cent in the price of hides since 
the new tariff^law was framed; nor of 
the advance in the price of wool; 
neither can 'the increase of bank 
clearances, nor the decrease in the 
number of business failures through¬ 
out the country be attributed to any 
foreign cause.

The Valley Road is strongly 
intrenched at home, as the subscrip¬ 
tion of its entire issue of six million 
dollars’of bonds in San Francisco de¬ 
monstrates.

Wbat such persons want 
above everything else is absolute se¬ 
curity against loss. They want to 
eliminate from life the danger that 
in their declining years they may find 
themselves without the means of sus¬ 
taining existence. 

Congress should establish a system 
of postal savings banks for the people 
of the United States without further 
unnecessary delay.—Chicago Record. 

According to returns from thirty of 
the largest postoffices, the business of 
which has been regarded as a trust¬ 
worthy barometer of the general ousi- 
ness conditions of the country, things 
are getting a decided move on them 
and the country has crossed the line 
which separated it from prosperity. 
The business of these thirty postoifices 
was eight per cent greater in August, 
1897, than it was in the same month 
last year. A comparison of 1897 with 
1896 shows, in January, a decrease of 
3.5 per cent; in Fehurary, a decrease 
of 4.5 per cent; March, an increase of 
2.2 per cent; April an increase of .5 
per cent; May, an increase of .7 per 
cent; June, an increase of .5 per oent, 
and July, of 3 per cent. The jump 
to a clean .8 per cent increase in Au-. 
gust is considered something extraor¬ 
dinary.—Lets Alamos Central.

erished to a degree in one way so that 
It may lie helped in other ways. 

For a great national object this can 
easily he endured, although, to he sure, 
we never have known just what the 
regular dealers thought about it. But I 
when we consider that, the same thin ; | 
is done to some extent in beliulf of every 
local or sectarian enterprise, it is ivi j 
dent that the principle of the affair is 
not quite satisfactory. 

Suppose, for instance, that we were I 
all to agree for a single year to have all j 
our shoes and hats made by amateurs 
“for sweet charity’s sake,” anil to have 
a single church or hospital take the i 
value of them all. Then sweet charity 
would make an apparent gain no doubt, 
but all the ordinary luitiuakcrs and shoe¬ 
makers would starve. Or, if they did 
not starve, they would bo supported by 
their kindred, who perhaps are not fin- 
above the stairation point themselves, 
or they would be supported b,v sweet 
charity, and the last condition of things 
would be worse than the first. It is not 
really the fact that tin- evils of society 
can be greatly helped by dressing up 
young girls prettily and having them 
take money and give rather inaccurate 
change at a bazaar table. One day, per¬ 
haps, when the laws of trade are better 
understood, we shall look at charity 
fairs as we already look at lotteries, 
which were once regarded as one of the 
highest forms of sweet charity, but 
which arc now prohibited by law.— 
Harper’s Bazar.

SUCH IS THE GREAT RIO GRAND*, 
WITH ITS VAGARIES. 

It I* B River of Freakish Habits a cl 

Must Be Seen .More Than Once to He Un¬ 
derstood Flows Mainly Underground, 

but nt Times There Is n Torrent on Top, 

“It's a river 1,500 miles long, meas¬ 
ured in its windings,” said the man 
from New Mexico, speaking of the Rio 
Grande. “For a few miles, at its mouth, 
light draft steamers run up from the 
gulf of Mexico. Above that it doesn’t 
(lout a craft except at ferries. In the old 
days, when New Mexico was a province 
of Spain, the people along the river 
didn't even have ferryboats, and the 
only way they lmd of getting across was 
by fording. For this purpose a special 
breed of large horses was reared to lx- 
kept at the fords. When the river was 
too high for them- horses to wade across, 
travelers camped on the bank and wait¬ 
ed for the waters to subside. Now there 
are bridges over the river at the larger 
Rio (Jrando towns, and in other places 
rope ferries and rowboats are the means 
of crossing. 

“In times of low water a stranger 
seeing its current for the first time 
would be apt to think slightingly of tho 
Rio Bravo del Norte, us the New Mexi¬ 
cans love to cull the great river. Moan- ! 
dering in a small part of a very wide | 
channel he would see only a little muddy 
.stream, for ordinarily nine-tenths of the 
Dio Grande is underground, the water 
soaking along toward the gulf through 
the sands beneath its channel. The val¬ 
ley, bounded everywhere to left and 
right by mountains or foothills, is sandy, 
and the water, percolating the scuds 
down to hard pan, spreads out on each 
side so that it may always be found I 
anywhere in the valley by digging down I 
to the level of the river’s surface. For i 
the greater part of the year tho river j 
above ground flows swift and muddy, 
narrowing as it swirls round a sand bar j 
and widening over shallows. But the I 
tiling ihat strikes the stranger most : 
queerly is its disappearance altogether 
for reaches, many miles in length, of 
its channel, which, except, it may he, > 
for a water hole hero and there, is us j 
dry as Sahara. The river is keeping 1 
right along about its business, however, 
and where a rook roof or clay bed blocks i 
its subterranean current it emerges to ; 
the surface and takes a fresh start above - 
ground, running us a big stream which, 
farther down, may lose itself in the 
sands again. 

“It is when tho floods come down j 
that the Rio Grande shows why it re¬ 
quires so big a channel for its all the i 
year round use and demonstrates that ; 
if tho waterway wore even wider it ! 
would he an advantage to residents 
ulong its banks. It is fed by a watershed 
of vast area and steep descent, which 
in times of rai-i and melting snows pro- ! 
cipitates tlio waters rapidly into the 
channel. Iu June, when the snow melts 
oil tho peaks about its headwaters in 
Colorado and northern New Mexico, and 
later in tho summer, when heavy show¬ 
ers aud cloudbursts are the order of the ; 
day, tho Rio Grande overflows its banks, 
deluging wide tracts of valley and some¬ 
times carving a new channel for itself, i I 
changing its course for miles. Where - 
the valley is unusually wide and sandy, ; 
us below I.sletu and in the Mcrilla val- 1 
ley, the old channels in which the river 
used to flow are plainly indicated in the j 
landscape. 

“No one who has seen the great river 
in flood is likely to forget the positive 
ferocity it seems to display as its waters 
sweep all before them, and woe to the 
man or licast who is overtaken by them! i 
The Hood arrives without warning. The i 
sky may be clear above when the travel- j 
er, leisurely jogging across the wide ; 
channel, hears his wagon wheels grate \ 
upon the sand with a peculiar sound. It | 
means that the waters are stirring the 
sands beneath him, and then, if lie 
knows the river, he lashes his horse, 
making at all speed for the nearest 
bank, and lucky he is if ho reaches it 
safe. The chances are that before lu-gets 
tliero he hears the roaring of waters up 
the channel and sees them coining down i 
toward him with a front like a wall, 
rolling forward and downward as if 
over a fall, with a rising flood behind. 
Many a man and whole wagon trains 
have been overwhelmed in this way, 
and, buried lti sands or cast away on 
desert banks, no human eye has ever 
seen them again. 

“The great river has its pleasing and 
romautic aspect, so fascinating that it is 
a saying among people who live in its 
valley that ‘whosoever drinks of its wa¬ 
ters and departs will come again to sock 
them. ’ Like the Nile, the Rio Grande 
enriches the soil of its valley to tla- 
point of inexhaustible fertility. Along 
its banks iu New Mexico art- fields that 
for two centuries have beeu cultivated 
yearly, yielding great crops, and they 
are as productive today as when they 
first were tilled. Irrigating canals, call¬ 
ed aeoquias madras (motlu-r ditches), 
convey water from the river to Ik- dis¬ 
tributed through little gates to the fields 
of the valley, which it both waters aud 
euriches. A trip along the river reveals 
u succession of pictures of a primitive 
ri vilizat ion of the old Spanish-American 
type. Adobe villages, with small, flat 
roofed houses built about antique 
churches, tuid the spacious houses of the 
vicos, or great men; orchards, vineyards, 
whcatfields and grazing cattle are all 
features of the scenery of the Rio 
Grande, the American Nile.”—Now 
York Sun. 

Sevastopol.

tb* Little SA*rd» Are Not So Ilaoferoui as 
I2 m Deco Claimed. 

-Tbiugs have been said about the bane¬ 
ful anil delirious jniceof tlio grape ever 
since the olden time when Noah found 
out about it aud came thereby to gri< f, 
but even before that men ute grapes, 
and only within the last decade have 
they been talked to about that. It is 
only since surgeons began to make 
money hunting for grape seeds iu the 
vermiform appendix that people have 
been afraid to eat grapes and to eat 
them straight. 

It now appears that in all the thou¬ 
sands of cases famous, and possibly in 
some cases infamous, iu which this new 
fashioned surgical operation has been 
performcel there is not one case in 
which a grape seed or any other little 
bullet shaped thing lias been found in 
the vermiform appendix. The whole in¬ 
terior of the appendix is only big enough 
to admit a medium sized darning needle. 
Nobody knows wlmt it is there for, hut 
it must have been useful at some time. 
It is a caso of the survival of the unfit, 
like the wisdom teeth, which are of to 
little use to fiiost people, and the ton¬ 
sils, which cause so much trouble now 
aud then. 

The tonsils and the appendix are 
beith unused parts of the body and pe¬ 
culiarly liable to disease because they 
are not strengthened by use. If inflam¬ 
mation attacks them, they arc unable to 
resist. Thus many diseases which have 
been ascribed to peritonitis or colio or 
a mysterious providence of some kind 
have been due to the diseased condition 
of this little useless organ of the human 
system, and if the trouble had been dis¬ 
covered in time the appendix could have 
beeu removed, aud all would have been 
Well. 

The remedy, therefore, is not in avoid¬ 
ing grape seeds, which do not cause the 
trouble, but in keeping as well and us 
strong as possible, and in ruse of sud¬ 
den illness calling a reliable doctor, 
who will know what tho matter is. 
Somebody once said that most people 
use a doctor to enable them to sin 
against the laws of nature with impu¬ 
nity. But that is a bad use for him.

The sixth annual session of the Na¬ 
tional Irrigation Congress assembled at 
Lincoln. Nebraska, oji Tuesday, Sep¬ 
tember 38th. The irrigation of our 
arid lands is looming up as one of the 
great national questions to be grappled 
with and successfully[solved. 

Miss Flora B. Dakin was in town 
last Wednesday arranging to reopen 
her dancing school. tjuite a large 
class was secured and the school will 
shortly be in full operation. It is to be 
hoped that Miss Dakin will receive 
liberal patronage and that every one 
who can will join her classes. 

The Southern Pacific Company has 
discontinued the Sunday trains at this 
place. Heretofore a train stopped at 
this station Sunday morning, at 7:58, 
south-bound, and at 8:04 p. m., north¬ 
bound. Hereafter the first morning 
train south will stop at 7:20 daily, in¬ 
eluding Sundays, and the last train 
north in the evening will be the 0:56, 
which will stop at that hour every day 
in the week. 

Tbe special board appointed by the 
Navy Department,known as the “Biuoe 
Board,” has submitted its report rec¬ 
ommending the construction of tbe 
system of naval dry dockB, inclnding 
docks on the Pacific Coast at Mare 
Island, on Goat Island in San Fran- 
oisco harbor, and at San Pedro. 
Should Congress adopt the recommend¬ 
ation made by the commission, it 
would mean the expenditure of some¬ 
thing over 14,000,000 on this coast. 

On Sunday last a gang of toughs 
from San Francisco came out and 
pitched a ring for a prize fight just 
west of Colma, but our efficient con¬ 
stable, Dan Neville, dropped to the 
game and put in an appearance in tbe 
nick of time and notified the crowd 
that upon tbe first move made to pull 
off the fight he would arrest every one 
concerned. Finding Dan determined 
tbe gang decamped and kept moving 
under the watchful eye of our consta¬ 
ble until they had recrossed the line 
between the city and county of San 
Francisco and the County of San 
Mateo. The presumption is that this is 
tbe gang tbe Examiner reported as 
bringing off a prize figbt in this 
county, and that they slipped back to 
their own side of the county line to 
commit a felonious breach of the peace, 
and we suggest the Examiner examine 
into the faots and pursue the gang to 
punishment. 


Tbe San Franeisoo Examiner states 
that on Sunday last some sixty sports 
crossed the county line to Ssn Mateo 
county and witnessed a brutal bare¬ 
knuckle fight between Dick Tiernan 
and Bill Toy. The principals, seconds 
paiticipants and speotators in this un¬ 
lawful affair were all residents of San 
Francisco. And it may be remarked 
in this connection that San Francisco 
furnishes fully four-fifths of the petty 
criminals whose names adorn the 
criminal records of the First Township 
of this county. The Examiner pub¬ 
lishes the names of the parties con¬ 
cerned, the number of rounds fought, 
and appears to possess facts enough to 
convict these insolvent lawbreakers 
and it may not be amiss to suggest 
that if the Examiner reporter will 
file a complaint and furnish bis proofs, 
in any local court in this county, the 
San Francisco toughs will not be able 
to escape punishment by reason of a 
political pull. 

BADEN GUN CLUB MEETING. 

Tbe Baden Gun Club held a meet¬ 
ing on Wednesday evening, which 
brought out a very full attendance. 
Tbe club numbers at present fifty 
members, and has leased from the 
Land and Improvement company the 
privilege of sbooting upon 3000 acres 
of marsh and hill land in this vicinity 
belonging to tbe company. A resolu¬ 
tion was passed at the meeting Wed¬ 
nesday evening prohibiting the issuing 
of passes or permits to shoot upon the 
club’s leased land to any one within 
this district not a member, who is eli¬ 
gible to membership. The lands 
leased by the club are all private 
property enclosed and duly posted, 
and any one touud shooting thereon 
without permission will be prose¬ 
cuted.

THE SEASON FOR RAIL. 

We call the attention of our readers 
to the provisions of the county ordin¬ 
ance regarding the season for rail, 
about which there has been some ques¬ 
tion among our people. 

Sec. 1. Every person who, in the 
County of Man Mateo, State of Califor¬ 
nia, between tbe 15th day of Novem¬ 
ber, of any year and tbe 15th day of 
Ootober of tbe year next following, 
shall hunt, pursue, take, kill, destroy 
or have in his possession any rail shall 
be guilty of u misdemeanor. 

Sec. 3. Every person within the 
County of San Mateo, State of Califor¬ 
nia, who shall at any time, in a boat, 
at or near high tide, hunt, pursue, 
take, kill, or destroy any rail shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 

ACCIDENTALLY DROWNED. 

On Monday last tbe littlo three-year- 
old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Ferren, 
while playing about the yard at the 
residence of the parents, at the Cechi- 
tini ranch, near Colma, accidentally 
fell into the big watering trough and 
was not discovered until she was 
drowned. Some thirty minutes had 
elapsed from the time she was last seen 
alive and playing about the yard until 
the body was found in the watering 
trough by Mrs. Largomasino. Every 
effort was made to resuscitate the 
unfortunate child, but without avail. 

! An inquest >vas held and a coroner's 
jury found u verdict in accordance 
with the facts us above stated. 

DOCKERY SAYS HE WILL ACT. 

The Tuberculin Test Must Be Made or 
Quarantine Wilt Follow. 

Dr. H. C. Bowie, the newly-ap¬ 
pointed health officer, whose official 
duties will begin tomorrow, has been 
preparing himself for the work before 
him. 

One of San Mateo county’s principal 
industries is that of dairying, and the 
importance of fostering this industry 
should not be underestimated. That 
the health department of San Francisco 
intend to act in tbe matter of infeoted 
cattle is apparent from the following 
letter, received by Dr. Bowie in reply 
to a communication requesting infor¬ 
mation concerning the procurement of 
tuberculin: 

Health Department, 

San Francisco, Sept. 35, 1807. 

H. C. Bowie, M. D., Redwood City. 
Dear Sir:—In reply to your communi¬ 
cation of the 34th inst. 1 would state 
that tbe tuberculin oan be procured by 
applying to the Department of Agri- 
oulture. Bureau of Animal Industry, 
at Washington, D. C. After making 
test, copy of same must be forwarded 
to said department. Unless the tuber- 
culin test is applied to the herds in 
your (fcunty a strict quarantine will be 
enforced, not alone on your county but 
on all other counties sending dairy 
pruduota to San Franeisoo. After 
making the tuberculin test, all cows 
that are found to be affected with 
tuberculosis must be killed. Tbe 
State Board of Health, through its 
secretary, will forward you oopies of 
all the rules and regulations neces¬ 
sary. Tbe office of the State Board of 
Health, is at Sacramento.

At the August meeting of our Board 
of Supervisors, the member from tbe 
First, Supervisor Tilton, realizing the 
neoeseity of official action, introduced 
the following, which was passed: 

‘‘Resolved, That in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 35, Subdivis¬ 
ion 30, of an act entitled ‘An Act to 
establish a uniform system of County 
and Township Governments, approved 
April 1st, 1897, the offioe of Health 
Offioer is hereby created in and for the 
County of San Matec, State of Califor¬ 
nia. 

“Tbe duties of said officer shall be 
to enforoe all orders and ordinances of 
tbe Board of Supervisors of said 
County pertaining to sanitary matters, 
and all orders, quarantine regulations 
and rules prescribed by the State 


Board of Health, and all statutes relat¬ 
ing to vital statistics. Said offioer 
shall supervise all matters pertaining 
to tbe health and sanitary condition of 
said County,and shall inspect all dairy 
farms and cattle in use herein for daily 
purposes, upon application of any cat¬ 
tle owner of said CouDty. In making 
each inspecion of cattle to determine 
the existence of tuberculosis, standard 
tuberculin shall be used, and all ani¬ 
mals that show clearly from the ap¬ 
plication of said tuberculin that they 
are dangerously diseased, must be re 
jected while a certificate of that fact 
shall be issued by said health officer, 
covering all animals that may prove 
sound and healthy under such test. 
No certificate shall be issued by said 
health officer to cover any cattle dis¬ 
eased. Differences that may arise be¬ 
tween the health officer and residents 
of the connty'that cannot be amicably 
adjusted shall be referred to the Hoard 
I of supervisors of said county for final 
i action. 

“The cost of tuberculin used, and 
all expenses incurred in tbe applies- 
! tion of tbe tuberculin used, shall be 
borne by the respective parties re¬ 
questing such inspection to be made.” 

Tbe above is published in order 
that all concerned may be enlightened 
as to the law and tbe present sitnatiou. 
i It will be seen that the health officer 
is to inspect cattle only “upon applica- 
: tion of any cattle owner of tbe county, 
i the expense of the tuberculin used and 
application of tbe test to be borne by 
the parties requesting such test to be 
made.” 

The matter of obtaining the required 
certificates, therefore, rests entirely 
with cattle owners.—Democrat, Red¬ 
wood City.

The Santa Cruz Surf of last Satur¬ 
day has this to say in reference to tbe 
rumor that Clans Sprockets, the sugar 
king, is behind the promoters of the 
West Shore railroad. 

“It has b«en confidently asserted 
for the past ten days or so by those 
who claim to have inside informatiiou 
that Clans Spreckels is the solid man 
of the West Shore Railroad Company. 
It may now be stated as a faot that the 
sugar magnate is in constant commun¬ 
ication with tbe projectors, although 
there is no proof at hand that he is at 
present connected with the company. 

“A glance at the map of California 
is all that is necessary to show the ad¬ 
vantages which would aocrue to Mr. 
Spreckels from ownership or control 
of the proposed line. It could be made 
to tap his sugar factories at San Fran- 
cisoo, Watsonville and Salinas, and a 
tnnnel through the Coast range from 
the latter point would seoure c mne.j- 
tion with the Valley road at Fresno, 
thus adding to the value of the Valley 
road by making the West Shore a 
feeder. It appears, too, that tbe West 
Shore road,according to the draft, will 
pass through a large traot of land be¬ 
longing to Mr. Spreokela, which at 
present has no railroad communica¬ 
tion. 

“The hardest part of the road to 
build will be a section about fifteen 
miles ont of San Francaoo, where there 
will have to be a good deal of tunnel¬ 
ing. 

“The draft of the liDe throughout 
its entire extent, from San Francisco 
to Santa Crnz is now complete and the 
estimates of cost nearly so. It is 
stated by those who claim to know a 
good deal about it that tbe actual 
work of building tbe road will be be- 
gnn in sixty days. All the rights of 
way along tbe coast bat two have been

THE ORIENTAL PEDDLER. 

Tlie Hawker of tho Kant Adopt* the Gam* 
bling System. 

The hawker of the east is picturesque 
in costume and of many nationalities. 
His sunny smile and white, gleaming 
teeth are of the very essence of the blue 
sky overhead. He does not stand still in 
the street and appeal to passersby to buy 
his wares. He flits from cafe to cafe and 
interviews loungers smoking their nar- 
$iles in the open air. He adopts the 
gambling system as being a more direct 
appeal to hunnui passions. In his hand 
he carries a lucky bag. When he enters 
a cafe, lie invites you to dip your hand 
in the bag and try your luck for a pair of 
live turkeys, a beautiful Egyptian shawl 
shimmering with gold or silver em¬ 
broidery, or some other of the many 
•rmuucnts peculiar to the east. It is diffi- 
rnlt to resist his persuasive eloquence. 

The method of procedure is this: Iu 
his lucky bag the hawker carries 300 
numbers. The figures art 1 neatly inscrib¬ 
ed on small slips of stiff paper. These 
are rolled and curled up in tho lucky 
bag, which resembles a pillow case more 
than anything else. When the peddler, 
enters the cafe, his quick eye soon de¬ 
tects a likely customer. To start by do¬ 
ing a trade will greatly enhance his 
chances with others. Terms are arrang¬ 
ed, say three tries for a half franc. 
Tluai you guess, perhaps three times, at 
the lucky number, say between 100 and 
130, as arranged. 

On drawing the first number you pay 
down your half franc. Of course the 
odds are very much against yon. The 
liuwkcrs in Cairo and Alexandria make 
a very fair harvest when these cities are 
full. As much as 15 to 18 francs for a 
turkey which costs 5 francs is pretty 
good profit. Somebody, of course, wins 
it in the long run. 

The articles disposed of in this way 
comprise boxes of splendid peaches and 
other fruits, soap, ilowers in great va¬ 
riety, plants and the beautiful pi in- 
settio, turkeys and other live stix'k, 
game in season, fish, dates, a great va¬ 
riety of ornaments, cunning devices in 
clocks, furniture, etc. 

There is another side to the picture. 
The eastern hawker would not be con¬ 
tent with the mere gamble for a lucky 
number without exercising his natural 
ingenuity. While, he is talking to a 
would be “flutterer” he drops his hand 
into the bag and begins shaking up the 
numbers. These, it should bo explained, 
are made up in batches of tens and 
twenties, which are composed of a 
slightly different qualities of paper. In 
the bag is a false bottom. So delicate is 
Hassau or Abdul’s touch that lie can 
distinguish one batch from the other 
with his hand. Instantly you select your 
numbers lie switches them off into the 
reserved compartment. You may easily 
be tricked half a dozen times in this 
way without knowing it. The face of 
the hawker on such occasions is a study. 

Never for a moment dors lie relax his 
attention to you. His smile is sunny as 
tho eastern morn. His respectful gvu- 
eiousness never leaves him.—Pearson’." 
Magazine. 

A Munster Mimical Instrument. 

The most gigantic harp over con¬ 
structed, as far as the record goes, was 
that made by Veritan, the provost of 
Burkli, near Basel, Switzerland, in 
1787. That was a long while ago, but 
tlie fame of M. Veritau’s gigantic 
harp was such that it is slill occasional¬ 
ly mentioned by writers on the rare and 
the wonderful, just as the sea serpent, 
bloody ruin, live mastadons, etc., ore. 
M. Veritan’s colossal musical instru¬ 
ment was 330 feet in length, and, on 
that account, was constructed in an open 
lot instead of iu a harp factory. It was 
most simple in construction, consisting 
of 15 wires strung tightly between two 
poles. These wires were of different 
sizes, the lnrgcst being une-sixtli of an 
inch in diameter and the smallest one- 
twelftli of an inch. They were stretched 
north and south and inclined in such a 
manner as to form an angle of from 30 
to 30 degrees with tho horizon. This 
queer instrument was not intended as 
an exaggerated toy, but was constructed 
for the express purpose of foretelling 
changes in the weather, which were 
calculated by Professor Veritan accord¬ 
ing to the different tones the instrument 
made when the wind was blowing 
-through it—St. Louis Republic. 

A Thirteen Month Year. 

It is suggested that on Jan. 1, 1900, 
a new division of tho year into 13 
months be instituted. If sueli a division 
were made, the first 13 months would 
have 38 days, or four weeks each, and 
the new month 39 days, to make 305, 
and 30 in leap years. After a few days 
there would bo no need to refer to calen¬ 
dars, as the same day of the week would 
have the same date through the year. 
If Jau. 1 were, say, Monday, every Mon¬ 
day would lx: the 1st, 8tli, 15th and 33d; 
every Tuesday the 3d, 9th, 10th and 
33d, and so on through the year. The 
changes of the moon would be on about 
the same dates through the year, and 
many calculations, like interest, dat. s 
of maturing notes, Easter and many 
other important dates would be simpli¬ 
fied.

A H ETEROPH EM I ST. 

HOW HE INJURED THE FINANCIAL IN¬ 
TERESTS OF THE CONFEDERACY. 

Mr. Blank V.’ns Sent to Kngland to Sol IWt 
Aiil and Tailed Til,' Mrxsagc He Sent 
to Mr. Mrtuniingrr Was the Opposite of 
Wliat lie Supposed. 

Tho Southern Confederacy was on 1 ? r. 
few months old when a financial agent 
Was sent to England on a very impor¬ 
tant mission. Mr. Blank was a politi¬ 
cian and a banker. He was also an ele¬ 
gant gentleman, with many influential 
acquaintances on Ixitli sides of the wa¬ 
ter. 

Before leaving Richmond he luul a 
long talk with Memminger, the secre¬ 
tary of the treasury. 

“If I find that England will aid us," 
he said, "I will send you word by some 
reliable blockade runner. It. will lie a 
very brief message, lint you will under¬ 
stand it, while it will mean nothing to 
the enemy if it should be intercepted. ’

comfortably established in London. In 
the metropolis lie found many southern¬ 
ers and many prominent Englishmen 
who sympathized with the secessionists.

Mr. Yancey 
was a practical man mid was not long 
in coming to the conclusion that no aid 
was to becxyx'ofed from the British gov¬ 
ernment. 

“The abolition sentiment controls 
here,” he said to Mr. Blank. “Some of 
the statesmen would like to help the 
south in order to break iqi the Union, 
but. the people will never consent. The 
south will have to light, alone. ”

The two shook hands, and the gent li¬ 
man with the precious button took the 
next truiu 4’or Liverpool, where lie 
hoarded a steamer bound for Wilming¬ 
ton. 

The steamer was chased by Federal 
cruisers, but she managed to reach her 
destination without any serious mishap. 
Iu the course of two or three days tin' 
mysterious traveler called ou Mr. Mem 
uiinger in Richmond and presented him 
with a button. The secretary cut off its 
covering iu a liurry and smiled when 
lie read the word “successful. ” 

“Did Mr. Blank show this message to 
you?” he linked. 

“No. Wo both thought it best. that. 1 
should remain in ignorance so that no 
telltale expression of my face would lio- 
trpy anything if the enemy captured

At a meeting of the cabinet that aft¬ 
ernoon Mr. Memminger was in high 
spirits.

“but I am neither a lunatic nor an 
idiot. I have the honor to bid you gixxl 
warning.”

A new diving dress has been tried 
with very satisfactory results.

It has been estimated that at least 3*4 
per cent of the entire population of the 
United States makes its living out of 
the electric light and power industry 
and the branches of trade directly de¬ 
pendent upon it. 

A London jury the other day brought 
in the following decidedly mixed ver¬ 
dict: “We find tlie prisoner not guilty 
nnd that he admitted his guilt through 
Ignorance and we strongly recommend 
hint to mercy.” 

There is a rumor that till missionaries 
gave those of the French nationality 
will be debarred front French colonies 
and dependencies, because it is believed 
that they carry on a political propagan¬ 
da and incite the natives to insurrec¬ 
tion. 

The Dutch have a delightfully origin¬ 
al way of collecting their taxes. If, aft¬ 
er due notice has been given, the 
money is not sent, the authorities place 
one or two hungry militiamen in the 
house, to be lodged until the amount of 
the tax Is paid. 

An interesting experiment in reform 
work among criminals is to be tried in 
the Tombs prison in New York City, 
where a school for the boys is to be 
started shortly in charge of a teacher 
from the university settlement. An 
hour nnd a half a day will be given to 
the school duties. 

The plans for next year's Baireutli 
festival are decidedly curious. All the 
‘•Parsifal” performances except two 
(July 38 nnd Aug. 11) are reserved for 
those who subscribe for "Der King des 
Nlbelungen.” Bach seat for the cycle of 
five performances will cost $35. 

A debate which lias just taken place 
In the Senate at Paris lias disclosed tho 
fact that the Island of Madagascar has 
thready cost France $30,000,000, and 
will probably cost her at least $5,000,0 0 
a year hereafter, without any hope of 
the slightest return for a long time to 
come. 

Dipsomaniacs in Sweden, when put 
under restraint, are fed almost entirely 
on bread steeped iu wine. In less than 
a fortnight they loathe the very look 
and smell of liquor and when liberated 
generally become total abstainers. In 
Russia a similar treatment is followed 
with good results. 

It has been discovered that if a spot 
upon the cuticle Is touched with fuming 
nitric acid and then immediately after¬ 
ward with pure liquid carbolic acid 
there is ■ strong chemical action the ef¬ 
fect of which penetrates deep into the 
tissues and completely and permanent¬ 
ly cures warts, condyloma and angio¬ 
ma. 

The rabbit, Introduced into Australia, 
has now overrun that continent to such 
an extent as to demand special legisla¬ 
tion for its suppression. Some 3,000 
men are employed in New South Wales 
alone in the destruction of this rodent. 
Since 1870 Victoria lias voted consider¬ 
ably over $500,000 for 1 lie destruction of 
the rabbit. 

The whole street railway mileage of 
the United States is nearly 15,000 miles, 
and the mileage of tile principal cities 
Is as follows: Chicago, including sixty- 
six miles of elevated, 050 miles; Phila¬ 
delphia, 400 miles; New York, including 
100 miles elevated, 437 miles; Boston, 
Including suburlmu lines, 550 miles; 
Brooklyn, including fifty-five miles ele¬ 
vated, 405 miles. 

In the towns in the Transvaal the na¬ 
tives are not allowed to walk on the 
footpath, to carry sticks or to own 
property. It is stated that after some 
recent trouble with one of the tribes a 
large number of prisoners were distrib¬ 
uted among the burghers, uud that 
even Mr. Joubert, the commaudant gen¬ 
eral, and until recently the superintend¬ 
ent of the natives also, sent large batch¬ 
es of boys to the mines, drawing a big 
share of their monthly earnings for 
himself. 

There Is a human hair market at Mor- 
laus, In the department of the Lower 
Pyrenees. The market is held every 
other Friday. Hundreds of trafficking 


hairdressers throng to the little place 
from far and nenr to buy up the hair 
of the young peasant girls. The dealers 
wander tip and down the long nar->w 
street of the town, each with a huge 
pair of bright shears hanging from a 
black leather strap around his waist, 
while tlie young girls who wish to part 
with their tresses stand about in the 
doorway, usually in couples. 

BORN IN THE FAR ARCTIC. 

Where the Do tight ?r of a Whaler First 
Saw (be Lisht. 

One thousand miles is not considered 
a great distance nowadays under any 
'•irrumstnnces. so when Captain Sher¬ 
man of the whaling steamer Beluga 
announced on his arrival at San Frau- 
dsco recently that a daughter had been 
liorn to him within that distance of 
the north pole the news caused consid¬ 
erable of a sensation in marine circles 
there. It would be an item worth men¬ 
tioning if the baby was liorn of native 
parents in such a far-north part of the 
world. In all likelihood a baby never 
saw (lie light of day on Herscliel island 
before. It is a barren spot in the Arc¬ 
tic ocean. The island lies about north 
of the boundary line between the ex¬ 
treme northern portion of British 
North America. It is considered a far 
northern trip for tourists to visit Sitka, 
but from Sitka vessels must gp thou¬ 
sands of miles to reach Ilersehel isl¬ 
and. They go through the passes be¬ 
tween the Aleutian islands, on through 
Behring sea. nnd then skirt the coast 
of the northern side of Alaska for hun¬ 
dreds of miles, cutting through the Ice 
of the Arctic ocean most of the way if 
it be any season other than midsum¬ 
mer. 

Captain Sherman and ids wife had 
passed one summer at Ilersehel island, 
and Mrs. Sherman was quite used to 
the midnight sun of the summers nnd 
the long darkness of the winter as 
well. There was great to-do about the 
birth of the baby. There were four 
women at Herschel island to Idolize the 
little one. They were the wife of Cap¬ 
tain Gren of the Alexander, the wife 
of Captain W. P. Porter of the J. II. j 
Freeman, the wife of Captain Weeks | 
of tlie Thrasher, and the wife of Cap¬ 
tain John Cook of t lie steamer 
Navareh. 

The whalers, most of whom had been 
away from home for more than eigh¬ 
teen months when the baby was born, ! 
were greatly interested in the event, j 
nnd sent many presents to the happy : 
mother. There happened to be a cler¬ 
gyman of the Church of Bngland at the 
camp. . He had been sent to that odd 
corner of the globe as a missionary, his 
name being Rev. Mr. Stringer. With 
all tlie formality that was possible on 
the barren island he christened ttie in¬ 
fant Helen Herschel Sherman. 

At first there was some discussion ! 
concerning the nativity of the little 
stranger. Herschel island does not ap¬ 
pear to have been claimed very vigor¬ 
ously by any government. It Is more ! 
nearly north of British territory than I 
American, but it is reported that an j 
American arctic exploration party rais- 
ed tlie American flag there some years I 
ago. Of course, since the new woman I 
is carrying everything her own way, it 
is important to know whether a girl 
born on Herschel island Is an American ' 
or not. This was settled, however, by 
Itev. Mr. Stringer, who held to the be¬ 
lief that a child born of American par¬ 
ents, even though born abroad, was an 
American Just the same.

The Alligator Supply. 

It is estimated that 3,500,000 nlliga- | 
tors were killed in Florida between 
1880 and 1804. In 1880 three firms, lo¬ 
cated at Kissimmee for the purpose of 
buying skins taken in the regions be¬ 
tween Lake Kissimmee and Lake Okee¬ 
chobee, handled 30,000 hides. During 
tlie same year twelve hunters brought 
to Fort Pierce 4,000 pelts. Two firms 
in Jacksonville handled 30,000 skins in ! 
188!*. A few years ago an expert hunt- j 
er could easily secure 600 alligators in ! 
three weeks, and one man at Cocoa I 
killed forty-two in one night. The skins ! 
are paid for in provisions and ammuni- j 
tton mainly. Dealers get 65 cents apiece 
for them from tanners iu New York. 

In 1800 about 350 pounds of alligator | 
teeth were sold, hunters receiving from '< 
$1 to $3 a pound for them. They are ! 
removed by burying tlie heads and rot- j 
ting out tlie teeth. Of tlie best teeth \ 
about seventy make a pound. The stuf¬ 
fing of alligators and tlie polishing of 
the teeth give employment to forty per- j 
sons. Unfortunately alligators grow : 
very slowly. At 15 years of age they j 
are only two feet long. A twelve-footer ! 
may lie supposed reasonably to be 75 
years old. It is believed that they grow 
as long as they live, and probably live 
longer than any other animal. 

In Jacksonville, which is the center 
of tlie traffic, from 8,000 to lO.iHK* alli¬ 
gators are sold to tourists annually— 
nearly all of them baby ones. The lnt- 
ter are collected In considerable num¬ 
bers by professional hunters, who re¬ 
ceive for them from $30 to $35 a hun¬ 
dred. Some of them are disposed of 
alive at retail, but many are stuffed. 
An infant alligator stuffed Is worth 35 
cents more than a live one. Saurians 
six to twelve feet long fetch from $13 
to $15.—Washington Star. 

Sugar. 

The yearly consumption of sugar In 
tlie United States is about 3.(HHUX>n 
tons, or 4.000,000.000 pounds, which is 
equivalent *o about sixty pounds for 
every man. woman and child iu tlie 
country. The quantity of salt con¬ 
sumed is about 1.900,000 tons, or 3.000,- 
000 pounds less than the weight of the 
sugar used.

of value by which all achievement is 
measured. 

The practical object of tlie com¬ 
munity is to see if tlie world cannot do 
without tlie system of hire, by which 
men are worked with no direct inter¬ 
est in tlie result. In Ruskin every¬ 
thing belongs to everybody; tlie profit 
of tlie community Is the profit of each 
man iu it, and tlie honest endeavor of 
every member helps tlie other two hun¬ 
dred and thirty just as much as it does 
himself. Each man owns the wealth 
lie helps to make, and gets tlie profit 
of ills toil. The plan has been tested 
by three hard, struggling years, and 
its founders no longer regard it as an 
experiment. They have built a city 
without avarice, and in Its future lies 
tlie solution of tlie bitter difficulties 
that split tlie world into two angry 
factions, known as labor and capital. 

In Ruskin the government is liter¬ 
ally by the people and for tlie people. 
It educates tlie children, pensions the 
aged, provides for tlie sick and gives a 
home and a good living to all, men and 
women alike, who are willing to work 
for tlie common good. The president 
gets tlie same recompense as tlie butch¬ 
er, and neither talent nor training can 
alter the value of an hour's labor. 

A journalist by the name of Way- 
land, who ran a labor paper in Greens- 
burg, lad., was the first starter of tills 
new Utopia. After tiring all tlie so¬ 
cialists in the country with his articles 
on community property and tlie equal¬ 
ity of labor, he called for volunteers 
who should build their own city nnd 
control their own farms and factories. 
He looked at various tracts of land, 
and finally sent an agent to inspect an 
unbroken wilderness in Tennessee. 
The advertised “farming land” was 
covered with huge trees and impene¬ 
trable underbrush. The “town” was 
a dark, sunless ravine, without food or 
water. The “populous neighliorliood” 
was peopled by a few forlorn, indolent 
natives and a number of fierce razor- 
backs. In spite of this report, how¬ 
ever, Wayland purchased the property 
and boomed it mngnittceutly in ills pa¬ 
per. Soou the pioneers iu the cause of 
socialism begnn to set out for this new 
Eden, which they knew vaguely as 
“Ruskin, fifty miles west of Nash¬ 
ville.” 

The first to arrive was E. B. I.ons- 
bury, whose ardent socialism was con¬ 
siderably dampened when he found 
himself In a mud cabin on a gloomy

manufactories ntid make themselves 
into a big city as quickly as possible. 

The community, left to Itself, decid¬ 
ed that its one chance of a future lay 
in the erecting of a printing establish¬ 
ment, so baker, barber, wire nail oper¬ 
ator and all joined the one carpenter 
and put up the building. That, a little 
clearing and a few cottages, was all 
thiit was accomplished that summer, 
and tlie winter brought hunger and 
cold and utter desolation. 

Lonsbury and eighteen others incor¬ 
porated tlie colony under the law gov¬ 
erning the formation of mining and 
manufacturing companies, laid out ave¬ 
nues, cut down trees and were very 
cold, hungry and uncomfortable. After 
a year of struggle they decided to move 
to a more passable location. 

After some exploring a beautiful, fer¬ 
tile valley was found. Five hundred 
acres of magnificent soil are now de¬ 
voted to orchard and vineyard, corn, 
wheat and oats and to the homes of the 
colonists. 

One thousand acres of beautiful for¬ 
est land represents the stock farm. A 
three-story building contains the co¬ 
operative dining-room and the theater, 
and in the library there are more than 
1,000 books, chiefly on socialism nnd 
economics. The whole place radiates 
cheerfulness and energy. It would be 
hard to find in the working classes of

In addition to the reg¬ 
ular school there is a class iu fine arts, 
where drawing, painting, sculpture and 
pottery-making are studied under Pro¬ 
fessor Isaac Broome, a well-known 
sculptor, who was one of New Y’ork's 
commissioners to the Paris Exposition. 
Professor Broome has long been a the- 
' oretical socialist, and lias played a 
| prominent part in the community, 

' though lie comes from a much higher 
walk of life than most of the members. 
He takes a leading part in the sympo¬ 
siums, as the weekly meetings for so¬ 
cialistic discussion are called. 

The chief claim of the Ruskinites is 
that as common people they have skill¬ 
fully managed a great social and busi¬ 
ness undertaking, and so far have 
made no serious mistakes. In one year 
they have increased tlit- value of their 
holding by $33,955, and contentment 
and harmony pervade all they do. If 
they could accomplish so much surely 
able, trained organizers could do much 
more, and from that they argue that it> 
time the State, the country, tlie whole 
world would be run on a communistic 
basis. No personal capital, labor tlie 
standard o? value: from these they de¬ 
duce n world without covetousness, 
which is almost a world without sin.

Curious Wax Flowers. 

A German scientist gives tlie follow¬ 
ing directions for performing a very 
amusing and Interesting experiment: 
Take a lighted stearin candle and hold 
It horizontally over a wide glass tilled 
with water. The drops of melted stear¬ 
in when they strike tlie surface of the 
cold water will be formed Into hemi¬ 
spherical cups and float on the water. 
These forms often take the shape of 
the flower of the common Mayliell (con- 
vnllniia majnlis) and can be made 
smaller or larger at pleasure by drop¬ 
ping the melted stearin from a less or 
greater height. When a sufficient num¬ 
ber of such bells have Iteen made, take 
a slender Iron wire anil cut it Into sec¬ 
tions, of which one end is curved, then 
warm (lie straight end of each by hold¬ 
ing it In a flame, and thrust il through 
one of the wax bells so that the wire 
passes quite through the bell, leaving It 
hanging at the curved end. where it 
remains tlxed when eool, looking strik¬ 
ingly like the Mayliell flower when the 
wire Is held curved end upward. In 
the same way all the liemlsplierleal 
cups arc treated, and Anally the single 
flowers are combined by twisting to¬ 
gether the wire stems, when they may 
be arranged in a vase. By using ad¬ 
ored stonrlu similar flowers may lie 
Imitated.

THE FUTURE TELEGRAPHY. 

Beery Man Will Prepare HI* Own 
Mesanae Slip. 

An Increasing amount of attention 
I Is being given nowadays to the possl- 
j bllities of rapid telegraphy. By the 
! Wheatstone system, in which a pre- 
I vtously punched strip of paper is fed 
] into the transmitter, from 100 to 150 
words a minute are now easily sent 
over a single wire, a speed which is 
three or four times tlint of the opera¬ 
tor who manipulates a Morse kiy. By 
' the Rogers system, not yet In general 
i use, it is claimed that 200 words a 
; minute can la* handled and printed on

n typewriter automatically. What Is 
called the Delnny system Is still more 
rapid. But all these achievements and 
projects are surpassed by a plan de¬ 
scribed by I,lent. George Owen Squler 
of the Third United States artillery 
and assistant professor of physics at 
Dartmouth. In some experiments 
conducted by Lieutenant Squler, In co¬ 
operation with Prof. A. C. Creliore at 
Fort Monroe, a speed of 1.20Q words 
per minute was actually attained, and 
the assertion Is made that from 5,000 
to 0,000 words a minute may be sent 
by the snme system between points as 
far apart ns New York and Chicago. 

One grent novelty about tin* now 
plau Is that It utilizes an alternating 
current instead of a constant olio. 
Now, If an alternating current be in¬ 
terrupted, and if the interruption oc¬ 
curs at Just the stage of an alteration 
which is midway between a positive 
and a uegativo wave, there will be no 
spark, because the force which was 
flowing In one direction subsides to 
zero before It begins to flow In the 
other. What Messrs. Squler and Cre- 
liore propose, then, is to interrupt 
their current and restore it at just 
such “zero points” in the oscillation as 
Ibis. But the sparks will not disap¬ 
pear unless the “make” aud “break” 
occur at precisely tin* right instant; 
and thus a simple and valuable guide 
Is afforded tlie operator lu adjusting 
his apparatus. When lie finds that 
sparking lias ceased, lie knows that Ills 
transmitter Interrupts and restores the 
flow nt the zero stage, and Is working 
In perfect harmony with the particular 
frequency of alternation employed. 

Now, let us suppose that the Morse 
alphabet, which is composed of dots 
and dashes, Is to la* tried with this sys¬ 
tem. In that case a break lasting from 
the beginning of a positive wave until 
Its end might stand for the dot, auij a 
break from the beginning of a positive 
wave, but continuing past Its subsi¬ 
dence through the rise and fall of the 



as well. When the system comes MID 
general use, business offices will ksvt 
their own perforators, and it will be¬ 
come necessary for the operator to 
learn the telegraph alphabet as a part 
of Ills preparation ns a stenographer 
and typewriter. The three-key per¬ 
forating machine Is comparatively In¬ 
expensive, but undoubtedly a machine 
could lie devised nt an early date, as an 
attachment to the present typewriter, 
for the purpose of perforating letters 
at the same time that they are being 
written by the typewriter In the usnsl 
way. These perforated strips of paper 
will lie carried to the telegraph office, 
ns letters are now delivered nt the post- 
office, and the telegraph operator will 
slip Hie strip on the machine, and off 
will go the message. 

BROTHER OF THE NOVELIST. 

W. H. D. Haggard the New Britisl 
Minister to Caracas. 

W. II. D. Haggard, the new British 
minister resident at Caracas In Vene¬ 
zuela, Is a brother of the fnmous nov¬ 
elist, Rider Haggard. He Is the first 
diplomatic agent to be sent to th* 
South American country lu many years. 
The relations of the two nations liar* 
not been such as to permit the presence 
of a British minister In Caracas. Now 
that these relations have made way for 
a more cordial feeling the intercourse' 
lias been resumed. Mr. Haggard Is one 
of the oldest men In the service. He 1 
has been In the consular department 
for full thirty years and has filled many 
minor offices.

negative wave also, would make a 
dash. 

The machine by which messages are 
sent with an alternating current, is 
very simple. A narrow wheel with a 
flat, narrow periphery is kept in rota¬ 
tion nt a rate which is rapid and Is 
equal to nn integer number of cycles. 
Let us Imagine, now, that the wire 
carrying tin* message Is cut in two, and 
the adjacent ends are provided with 
flexible metallic tips, or “brushes,” 
and that these two brushes rest, side 
by side, on the periphery of the wheel. 
Obviously the current will flow from 
one brush Into the metal of tin* wheel, 
and thence Into the other brush, so 
long as tlje \yheel remaintj clean. If, 
however, a little patch of paper or 
other Insulating material be nttaclied 
to the periphery at a certain point, ev¬ 
ery time It comes around It will break 
the contact between one brush and the 
wiieei, and thus open the circuit. As 
soon as the patch is past tlie connec¬ 
tion will Is* restored. 

Tiffs, however, was not tlie exact 
plan really pursued. In practice a 
long, narrow strip of paper was kept 
in motion by the wheel, Just ns a belt 
Is by a pulley. Tills strip has been 
previously perforated with holes of dif¬ 
ferent lengths, long or short, and care- 
fully spaced. One brush rested on top 
of It, and the other pressed upward 
against it from below, the two being 
removed a short distance from the 
wheel, aud situated one directly above 
the other. So long as the brushes were 
separated by tlie paper strip no cur¬ 
rent would flow, but when a hole per¬ 
mitted one to reach through and touch 
the other the current would be restor¬ 
ed. The Interruption and restorations 
of tlie current always occurred at the 
zero stage, between positive ami nega¬ 
tive waves, so that no sparking result¬ 
ed after the brushes were once adjust¬ 
ed. The wheel l’ was geared to the 
dynamo so as to make one revolution 
to every 184 half-cycles. The perforat¬ 
ed tape is Indicated at T. The current 
wires are shown at W W, but the 
brushes are hidden by £lio adjustable 
support S. An nctual speed of 1,200 
words a minute was secured lu tiffs 
way, aud three or four times that rate 
Is said to be entirely feasible. 

It Is thought that a telegraph com¬ 
pany of the future will fulfill a some¬ 
what different function from the pres¬ 
ent ones. The company will own Its 
own wires and rights of way as now, 
but the tendency of the offices proper 
will be to transmit and receive letters 
already prepared, rather than to un¬ 
dertake the preparation of the letters
